British East Africa is made by Sir II. 
H. Johnston, writing in Tho Observer. 
"Many of the assertions mado before 
the nfgro conference In New York," 
ho says, "were wild and windy, but It 
behooves ourcolonial office ID see plain 
justice done to the 4,000.000 of black 
and brown people In this 'colony' and 
'protectorate.' 
Numerous Instances of 


bullying, flogging and torture are- cit- 
ed by the writer. 


"The natives," he says, "are slowly 


coalescing, Bantu with N'ilote, Moham- 
medan with Christian and Pagan. So- 
mali and Onlla with hitherto despised 
negro In their common hatred of the In- 
vading white man, owing to the excep- 
tional cruelties which h*ve stained th« 
white man's record during this period 
of 15 years. Those are not crueltlt-s oC 
soldiers or policemen, of government 
servants of any kind, but of Individ- 
ual settlers, British or Boer in origin. 
'"Not only have murders, Ught»heart- 


ed murders, of natives taken place all 
too frequently, not only have revj>lt- 
ng cruelties been committed, but. when 
the white delinquents are brought up 
for trial while juries acquit them or 
white judges indict trivial penalties, 
or rebellious nubile opinion forces a 
governor to revise a sentence. I doubt 
If capital punishment for murder has 
ever been Imposed on a white man In 
K;ist Africa, 


"Again, In the great war, thousands 


anrl thousands of native porters were 
compulsorlly enrolled by our fcovern 
ment or by the mlHtary authorities In 
tho unhappily-styled TrotectoratP,' ant 
the arrangements for their commlssarl 
at, their medical treatment, their lodR 
Ing and clothing: have been miserably 
Inadequate, with the result that som 
23,000 to, 25.000 of them (It was report 
ed) died during the pursuit of the Ger- 
man forces.

"Tho survivors have retained.tongues 


and the power of spending; some, even, 
had been mission educated and when 
'Dora.' (defense of the healm act) took 
her hand off the mall service they 
have stammerlngly told the;world owt- 
sEde Africa something .of their

larly callous and sometimes cruel treat- 
ment at the hands of the military au- 
thcrttles.

FROM FUEL IS AIM

N.E.A. Start Correspondent 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—America's 


leadership In the use of tha Internal 
combustion engine, and of power de- 
rived from petroleum and Its products, 
depends In the future not so much on 
the ability of geologists and oil wild- 
catters to locate new oil fields from 
which fuel may be drawn as upon the 
ability of our mechanical engineers to 
develop more efficient motors, in the 
view of government scientists studying 
the problem.

In 


British East Africa Is mado by Sir H. 
H. Johnston, writing In The Oliservcr, 
"Many o f - t h e assertions made before 
Ihe negro conference In New- York," 
he says, "were wild and windy, but II 
behooves our colonial office to see plain 
justice doile to the 4,000,000 of black 
and brown people In this 'colony' and 
'protectorate,' 
Numerous Instances of 


bullying, flogging and torture are cit- 
ed by .Iho writer. 
"The natives," he says, "arc slowly 


coalescing. Bantu with N'llote, Moham- 
medan with Christian and Pagan, So- 
mali and Galla with hitherto despised 
negro In their common hatred of the In- 
vading whlto man; owing to the excep- 
tional cruelties which have stained th« 
white man's'record during this period 
of IS years. These are not cruelties of 
soldiers or policemen, of povernment 
servants of any kind, but of individ- 
ual settlers, British or Boer In origin. 


Not only have murders, light-heart- 


ed murders, of natives taken place all 
too' frequently, not only hav« revolt- 
ing cruelties been committed, but. when 
the whlto delinquents are brought up 
for trial white Juries acquit them or 
white, judges Inflict trivial penalties, 
Or rebellious public opinion forces a 
governor to revise a sentence. 1 doubt 
If capital punishment for murder has 
ever been Imposed on a white man In 
East Africa. 


"Again. In the great xv^r, thousands 


and thousands of native porters wore 
compulsorlly enrolled by our govern- 
ment or by the military authorities In 
tha unhappily-styled 'Protectorate,'and 
the arrangements for their commissari- 
at, their medical treatment, (heir lodg- 
ing and clothing have been miserably 
Inadequate, with tho result, that some 
23.000 to 25.000 of them (it was report- 
ed) died during the pursuit of the Ger- 
man forces. 


''Tha survivors have retained tongues 


and the power of speaking; some, even, 
had been mission educated and when 
'Dora.' (defense of the healm act) took 
her hand off the mall service they 
have stammerlngly told tho world out- 
side Africa "something of their pre- 
ventable sufferings and even of singu- 
larly callous and sometimes cruel treat- 
ment at the hands of the military au- 
Ihorltles.
